Charles F. Wenneker, appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the position of collector of 


internal revenue of St. Louis, wired the 


President at 12:45 o'clock this afternoon 
that he could not accept. the appointment. 

Business responsibilities, Mr. Wenneker 
stated, would prevent him from accepting 
the place tendered him by the President, 

In his telegram Mr. Wenneker expressed 
his appreciation of the honor conferred 
on him by the appointment. 

Mr. Wenhneker sald, after retiring last 
May from the office of city collector, that 
he intended t6 devote his time in future to 
the candy business, in which he is actively 
engaged. 

The collectorship, which Mr. Wenneker 
declined, pays a salary of $4500 annually. 

As city ccRector, Mr. Wenneker received, 
for the four years preceding May i last, a 
falary of $6009 a year. Mr. Wenneker was 
a candidate,for re-election to tie. city 
collectorship, being defeated by L. k’. Bam- 
mer, Jr. 

Mr. Wenneker said to the Post-Dispatch 


“I wrote a letter last Juff which was 
published in a morning paper, stating that 
I would under tio circumstances accept the 
position of collector of internal revenue. 
The letter, was caused by political gossip 


“At no time since my appointment by the 
President was announced have I thought 
of accepting. 

“T am now engaged in two large business 
enterprises and, after Jan. 1, I will be con- 
mected with a third. These pay so well 
that I would lose money by accepting the 


“I had the collectorship under President 
Erison, and it is an undesirable position. 
: mnt use of my name was not in 
mection with the collectorship, but with 
the position of surveyor of the port, which 
Mr. Gallenkamp g0t. “Tf doubt whether I 
would have accepted the surveyorship.”’ 

Mr. Wenneker was asked whether the 
fight against him, which started after the 
his appointment and 
which was said to be waged on personaf, 
rather than political, ground, had _ influ- 
enced, his decision. 

“Not a particle,’’ he replied. “I would 
readily have met all the objections of my 
detractors if it had been necessary, but it 
seemed useless to do so when I had no in- 
tention of taking the place. 

“I intend to get out of politics as far as 
possible. I have found private business 
more profitable and more enjoyable.’’ 

Mr. Wenneker announced his declination 
of the office to a party of his former po- 
litical friends at lunch Saturday. In the 
party were John B. Owen, Henry Bus and 
Norman Florsheim.

MAJORITY REPORT APPROVED 


QUESTION OF COMMAND AT SAN- 
TIAGO OUTSIDE THEIR IN- 
STRUCTIONS. 


No Further Proceedings Will Be Had 
aad Sampson’s Plea for Inquiry 
_Is Not to Be Conaidered. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Secretary Long 
this afternoon issued the formal order dis- 
solving the Schley court of inquiry. The 
order was communicated at once to Ad- 
miral Dewey, president of the court, who 
acknowledged its receipt, and staid that, in 
conformity with the order of the secretary, 


he _ announced the dissolution of the 
court, 


WASHINGTON,"Dec. 21.—Secretary Long 
has disposed finally of the Schley case so 
far as, the flavy department is concerned, 
by acting upon the findings and conclusions 
of the court dT inquiry. He approves the 
findings of fact and the opimon of the full 
court; h® approves the majority opinion 
where there is a difference in the court; 
he holds that the court could not have en- 
tered into a consideration of the question 
of command at the battle of Santiago; and 
finally he accepts the recommendation that 
no further proceedings shall be had. 

The secretary also has declined the ap- 
plication of Admiral Sampson’s counsel to 
enter upon an inquiry into the question of 
command and has notified Admiral Schley’s 
counsel of that fact as a reason for declin- 
ing to hear them on that point. 
Secretary Long’s 

Official Approval. 

Secretary Long’s approval of the major- 
ity report was as follows: 

“The department has read the testimony 
in this case, the arguments of counsel at 
the trial; the court’s findings of fact, opin- 
ion and recommendation; the individual 
memorandum of the presiding member, the 
statement of exceptions to the said findings 
and opinion by the applicant; the reply to 
said statement by the judge advocate of 
the court and his assistant, and the brief 
this day submitted by counsel for Rear 
Admiral Sampson traversing the presiding 
member's view as to who was in command 
at the battle of Santiago. 

“And after careful consideration the 
court are approved. : 

““As to the points on which the presiding 
member differs from the majority of the 
court, the opinion of the majority is ap- 
proved. 


Dewey’s Report 
Set Aside. 

“‘As to the further expression of his views 
rd the same member with regard to the 
questions of command on the morning of 
July 8, 1898, and of the title to credit for 
the ensuing victory, the conduct of the 
court in making no finding and rendering 
no opinion on those questions is approved 
—indeed, it could with propriety take no 
other course, evidence on these questions, 
during the inquiry, having been excluded 
by the court. 

“The department approves the recem- 
mendation of the court that-no further pro- 
ceedings be had in the premises. 

“The department records its appreciation 
of the arduous labors of the whole court.

Sampson’s Plea 

Is Ignored.

Should Gov. Crane accept the treasury port- 
folio it is considered probable that he would 
dispose of his interest in the paper com- 
pany.

W. Murray Crane today confirmed a re- 
‘port frum Washington, published today, 
stating that the governor had been offered 
the treasury portfolio by President Roose- 
velt and said that the governor had asked 
for time until next Monday, before decid- 
ing whether or not he would accept.

HE PETITIONED FOR LIBERTY 


Chief Executive Replied Thrice, Coun- 
seling Fortitude and Expressing 
Sorrow at Old Negro’s 
Plight.

MR. SEELEY SAYS HE ACTED ON 
DEPUTY’S ADVICE. 


ARRESTED ON ATTACHMENT 


Judge Ryan Declares Juror’s Conduct 
“Inexcusable” and Postpones Case 
Until Deputy Is Heard From. 


Frederick Seeley, secretary of the Paris 
Medizine Co., who lives at Hotel Beers, was 
arrested Saturday morning on an attach- 
ment issued by Judge O'Neil Ryan of the 
Circuit Court to answer the charge of con- 
tempt in having failed to respond to a jury 
summons.

JUDGE SPENCER RESTRAINED 


Precedent Set in Folk Case Is Reaf- 
firmed and Decision Is Substan- 
tially Same. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. Dec. 21.—The 
Missouri Supreme Court met in banc this 
morning and made a permanent provisional 
rule in the prohibition issued some time 
ago in the St. Louis contested’ election 
cases of Coroner Funkhouser against Judge 
Spencer and Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Hancock against Spencer. 

In these cases the provision rules in pro- 
hibition against Judge Spencer, prohibit- 
ing him trom proceeding further with the 
election contests, were made aboslute by 
an opinicn by Judge Marshall, in which 
w'l the juages of the court, except Robin- 
60m. whu is a Republican, concur. He dis- 
sents. 

In these cases the decision of the court is 
in substance the same as that rendered in 
the case of Circuit Attorney Joseph W. 
Folk against Judge Spencer, and the same 
ruling of the court is carried out in these 
cases as in that one. 

In the Hancock case, the court holds that 
the Circuit Court had rio jurisdiction, be- 
cause the contestant did not present his 
petition to the Circuit Court at its first 
term after the election, nor to a judge of 
that court in vacation within # days after 
ine election, setting forth the points on 
which he would contest the election, and 
because the contestant did not serve Han- 
cock with notice of the time and place of 
the presentation of said petition to court or 
a judge thereof 10 days before. the contest 
was filed. 

Therefore Judge Spencer should have dis- 
missed the case. 

In the Funkhouser case the Supreme 
Court holds that Judge Spencer exceeded 
his jurisdiction, as in the Folk case, in that 
his order was broader than the petition 
itself. The petition did not challenge &# 
votes, but Judge Spencer ordered a recount 
and comparison of all of the votes cast, 
including the 200 which were unchallenged. 
The Supreme Court says that a recount of 
the ballots would have answered the ques- 
tion without comparing them with the vot- 
ing list, and without respect to whether 
they were cast by one person or another. 
So Judge Spencer's orders to open the count 
and compare the ballots with the voting 
list was not necessary, and he had no pow- 
er as. judge of the Circuit Court to make 
that order to determine the question. The 
Suvreme Court holds that the secrecy of 
the ballot must be maintained. 

The court in bane handed down one other 
opinion this morning, and that was in the 
case of Thomas Ward against Judge Ryan 
of the Cireuit Court, in which a writ of 
prohibition to restrain Judge Ryan from 
rroceeding further with the case of Eliza- 
beth J. Burnside against Thomas Ward un- 
til the Supreme Court should decide a case 
which is now before it, and which is a kin- 
dred case to this one, *was denied.

TWO FACTORIES IN CHINA 


Both American and Universal Compa- 
nies Are Also Fighting for 
Japan’s Business. 


Special tv the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—An American trust 
is about to lay hold of Europe. President 
Duke of the American Tobacco Co. is buy- 
ing up all the tobacco factories on the 
continent, and it is sald that soon the trust 
cigarettes only will be smoked on the bou- 
levards of Paris and Berlin and in the har- 
ems of the Ottoman empire. 

President Duke is qa very enterprising 
man. The war with Spain had hardly 
ended before he had invaded Havana. 

At the same time he had an agent in 
Manila trying to corner the Manila cigar 
market. Two months ago the evangelist 


of the American cigarette arrived on Eng- 
lish soil. A few davs after, it was an- 
nounced that he nad combined many of the 
largest tobacco companies there into a ci- 
garette trust with a capital of $80,000,000. 

Having successfully converted John Bull 
to the cigarette habit, he moved upon one 
of the dearest traditions of the the Ger- 
man empire. From time immemorial the 
stein and the pipe have been the penates of 
the German household. Now President 
Duke now proposes to divorce them, and 
compel the honest burgomaster to smoke 
cigarettes with his beer. 

According to the Post-Dispatch special 
cable from that city, Mr. Duke has bought 
the Jasmatzi Co. of Dresden, the Kyriazi 
Bros.’ of Berlin and has now gone to St. 
Petersburg to buy all the tobacco factories 
there. It is said that he has opened suc- 
cessful negotiations with several of the 
leading tobacco factories of the Russian 
capital, and that the trade will be com- 
pleted before Christmas. 

In the meantime the Universal Tobacco 
Co. has invaded in the Land of the Setting 
Sun.

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EDUCATION IN THE PHILIPPINES 


According to reports received at the War Department the edu- 
cational experiment in the Philippines is progressing satisfactorily. 
' A notable fact is that Filipino children learn English readily. 
This is encouraging and will promote a good understanding be- 
tween the races. About 5000 Filipino teachers are receiving in- 
struction in EXnglish and a normal school has been started with 
20 native pupils ambitious to perfect themselves in the art of 
teaching. 

The plan adopted seems in general to be thoroughly American. 
Thé government sees to it that every pueblo has an English ele- 
mentary school, where the children can get the best elementary 
instruction possible. High schools will come later, but 2 ° dy 


trade school and an agricultural college have been established. 


It is gratifying to know that, whatever political errors there may 
be in the government's Philippine policy, education, which ,ac- 
cording to the American theory is at the base of American insti- 
tutions is not neglected.

STREET RAILWAY REFORMS. 


Mayor Harrison of Chicago takes advantage of the approaching 


expiration of street railway franchises to conirive a better mode 
of dealing with those grants. 

In the forefront of his scheme he insists that the legislature 
shall make municipal ownership possible so that the city shall 
not be at the mercy of the corporations. 

Mranchises should be granted only by vote of the people. Com- 
pensation is insured by reduced fares and cash payments, more 
cars must be provided and reasonable transfers allowed. Finally 
“ghost” lines must be taken up. 

Some features of this program might be adopted in St. Louis. 
We cannot fall back upon the alternative of municipal ownership 
because the legislature of Missouri and the Municipal Assembly 
tied us up for some time to come. But we can regulate the busi- 
ness. Not all public rights were surrendered. 

The franchise tax can be enforced, and the number of cars can 
be increased. Fares are not entirely beyond the power of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, and the companies can be compelled to remove 
unused tracks. 

If the authorities take hold of the matter in the right spirit sub- 
stantial reforms can be effected without any violation of justice 
or disparagement of the rights of the companies. It is only a mat- 
ter of will and intelligence. 


High prices for coal depress. real estate. They necessitate 
crowding for warmth. The cost of heating a whole house or 
large flat is a serious matter to any head of a family who does 
Mot receive more than an ordinary salary. 
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IDEAS AND HUMANITY. 


In the course of the discussions at the great labor conference 
Bishop Potter observed that ideas were wanted, not power. 
Archbishop Ireland followed this up and went farther: “We 
want more than power,” he said, “for we have power on both 
sides of this question, and we need more than ideas, for we have 
‘ideas on both sides—above all we need the humanizing element, 
the sympathetic relation betwetn employer and employed.”’ 

This view must be accepted before any permanent settlement 
is had. 

If the workingman desires to get only his wages, if he takes 
no interest in his work and studies to give the least possible 
service for the largest possible wage, he is pursuing the path of 
selfishness and can hope for no betterment of existing conditions. 

If the employer desires to get only the services of the work- 
ingman, if he takes no interest in the employe and studies only 
to extort the greatest possible amount of labor for the smallest 
possible wage, he is pursuing the path of selfishness and can 
hope for no improvement of existing conditions. 

In other words, selfishness doesn’t pay. Individually it is a 
poor investment, sociaily,it is ruin.

DEATH BY LIGHTNING. 


Deaths caused by lightning in the animal 


sheep and cattle, which gather under trees 
in thunderstorms and are consequently 
killed when the trees are struck. That is 
the case in this country, but in South Af- 
rica lightning constantly destroys stock in 
the open. During the war the following 
classes of animals have been mentioned as 
killed by lightning: Horses, mules, trek 
oxen, sheep and pigs.

Recently a 
pigeon was killed by the lightning in a curt- 
ous way. It had made its nest on a piece 
of old wire netting, which the haymakers 
had thrown up into the tree when cutting 
the grass. On this platform the pigeon built 
its nest. After a thunderstorm in August 
the keeper went to the tree to ferret out 
rabbits. Under it he found the pigeo 
which was sitting on eggs, lying quite dea 
It was uninjured except in one wing.

President Higinbotham of Chi- 
cago World’s Fair Attended, 


“THEN NATIONS WILL EXHIBIT 
IN’ SELF DEFENSE.” 


Govs. Dockery, Van Sant and Savage, 
Col. Oglesby, Gen. Torrance and 
Congressmen Eddy and 
Wooten Also Spoke. 


“If you wait until every foreign nation 
is ready, you will never have an exposi- 
tion. You must first get yourself ready, 
and then the nations will have to prepare 
representations in self-defense, whether 
they are ready or not.” 

This was the advice of H. N. Higin- 
botham of Chicago, president of the World's 
Columbian Exposition of 1893, at Friday 
night’s banquet in honor of the commence- 
ment of work on the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition af 1903. 

President Higinbotham came to St. Louis 
after he had sent a telegram of regret. He 
entered the banquet hall at the Southern 
Hotel as this letter was’ being read by Sec- 
retary Stevens. | 

“Only one World’s Fair has been held 
after which the St. Louis Fair will in any 
way copy,” said President Francis in in- 
troducing President Higinbotham. 

The banquet closed a notable day in the 
annals of the Fair. The speakers were: 
Mr. Higinbotham, Gov. Dockery of Mis- 
sourl, Gov. Savage of Nebraska, Gov. Van 
Sant of Minnesota, John M. Allen of Mis- 
sissippi, Col. John D. G. Oglesby, repre- 
senting the governor of Illinois; Gen. Eli 
Torrance, comander-in-chief of the G. A. 
R.; Congressman Eddy of Minn., Congress- 
man D. G. Wooten of Texas and others. 

Other prominent visitors were: Gen. John 
C. Bates, Congressman Jett of Illinois, 
Congressman : Tawney of Minnesota, 
Samuel Alschuler of Aurora, Ill. 

President Francis, Corwin H. Spencer, 
James L. Blair, Secretary W. B. Stevens, 
L. D. Dozier, C.-P. Walbridge and other 
prominent World's Fair workers shared 
with the visitors the honors of the evening. 

The speech of John Allen, member of 
the national commission, delighted his 
hearers with the declaration that ground 
had heretofors been the only thing in the 
way of progress of this exposition, and 
that with the ground broken, the exposition 
would go ahead. He closed a humorous 
speech with the declaration that Gov. 
Dockery had given him a wink as a signal 
to stop. .
